The Peet Memorial Fund from 
present indications teems to be 
almost forgotten. Being among the 
first promoters, a word here about it 
we believe won't be out of plats*. 
On the lflth of November, 1882, 
while all the pupils were assembled 
in the chapel to celebrate the an- 
niversary of the birth of Dr. Harvey 
Prindle " Peet, Ph..)., LJLD., Mr. 
Jones, after telling some reminiscences 
of the doctor proposed that a bust or 
statue be erected to the father of 
this Institution and friend of the 
deaf, and contributed the first dollar. 
After this, nothing in the way of 
action was thought of, until January 
26th, 1883, when tl; Literary 

Association, an organization i 
posed of the members of the High 
Class boys of this Institution de- 
termined to put life into the project, 
and accordingly went to work. The 
result was the organization of a < 
mittee composed of teachers and 
members of the High (lass 1. 
The first bulletin issued by Treasurer 
Jones was printed in the Journal on 
May 24th, 1883, and amounted to 
$64.75. It was headed by the Fan- 
wood Literary Association with f.50. 
Subscriptions then came in steadily 
from various parts of the Union. 

The Peet Literary Society, from 
the proceedings of a pantomime 
entertainment, on January 31st, I 
turned over to the fund 1156.96.
